Employees of a Scottsdale restaurant 
received some extra holiday cheer over 
the weekend from a customer who left a 
whopper of a tip. 

Delia Meek, manager of 5 & Diner, 
said a man stopped in for breakfast Sat- 
urday and left a $2,000 tip on a $17.23 
bill. 

Below the signature, the customer 
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left a note: “Please split with the whole 
staff. Merry Christmas!” 

“Our reaction was, ‘Oh no, this is a 
mistake,” Meek said. “I’ve been here 22 
years and I’ve never seen him before. I 
know this was not one of our regulars.” 

There were nine people working the 
diner on Saturday, according to Meek. 
The waitress who served the customer 
finished her shift with $400 extra in 
tips. Everyone else received a $200

DCS made

Arizona’s Department of Child 
Safety officials investigated three re- 
ports of abuse or neglect against San- 
aa Cunningham before her February 
death, but none produced enough evi- 
dence to remove the 7-year-old girl 
from her home, according to the DCS. 

DCS on Tuesday released a media 
statement detailing the allegations in 
each report and results of the subse- 
quent investigations. 

Sanaa’s father and stepmother 
were indicted this month on a charge 
of first-degree murder and 10 counts of 
child abuse. Her father, Germayne 
Cunningham, was a Phoenix police of- 
ficer until he resigned in September. 
Cunningham’s stepdaughter told The 
Arizona Republic he cashed out his re- 
tirement fund to help pay for ongoing 
medical and legal costs. 

The DCS statement was released 
two hours before Maricopa County At- 
torney Bill Montgomery and DCS Di- 
rector Greg McKay held a news confer- 
ence to tout the improvements in Ari- 
zona’s child-welfare system since the 
death of 10-year-old Ame Deal in 2011. 

Among other things, Montgomery 
praised how the DCS now is much
